Re:  40-Hour Weekly Limit 

 

 

Effective April 10, 2014, the 40-Hour weekly limit for independent providers will change to a Friday – 

Thursday cycle. Currently the 40-Hour weekly limit is based on a Sunday – Saturday cycle which causes 

unnecessary confusion. 

 

As of April 10
th
, providers’ hours worked and recorded in ISAS between Friday – Thursday should NOT 

exceed 40 hours. Any claims that lead to 40 hours being exceeded will be pended for review.  

 

Example: 

 

Jane has worked for 35 hours between Friday – Wednesday and works for an additional 10 hours on 

Thursday. The ENTIRE 10 hour shift she worked on Thursday—not just the five hours that exceeded 

the 40 hour limit—will be pended for review. The review will result in Thursday’s claim being 

shortened by five hours, bringing the weekly total to 40. Typically the review takes 2-3 business days and 

could result in delayed payment. Please avoid, when possible, exceeding the 40 hour limit.
